Republican, 
Maryland, a leader in the movement 
for light wine and 
beer legislation, 
had announced what he proposed tc 
offer 
in the 
form of 
amendments 
when the prohibition section is reached 
today. 
Meanwhile 
friends of prohibition, 
overwhelmingly in control, took one 
. hot after another at those who sought 
to attack the law, and by parliamen­ 
tary methods cut short Hill’s attempt 
to connect the prohibition unit in a 
friendly way with the Ku Klux Elan. 
In urging Congress to give to the 
States the right to say what alcoholic

This 
would 
not 
only be 
reasonable,

equitable, 
inasmuch as the Eighteenth amend­ 
ment gives to the States concurrent 
power to enforce prohibition.”

objections fre­ 
quently were made against liberaliz­ 
ing the Volstead act. 
People Are Denied Rights 
“One objection is that it will mean 
the restoration of the saloon,” he said. 
“The answer is the elimination of the 
saloon through Federal 
enactment. 
The other is that it will mean an en­ 
tering wedge for the repeal 
of the 
Eighteenth 
amendemnt. 
This 
ob­ 
jection 
lacks 
force. 
As 13 States 
can block repeal, it can reasonably be 
presumed that the Eighteenth amend­ 
ment is in the Constitution to stay. 
However, any excuse for denying to 
the people their constitutional rights 
is untenable and indefensible.

CAPTURE 90 IN FIGHT 


Irish Irregulars Kill One, Wound 15 
And Seize Barracks. 


Cork, Dec. 8.—Two hundred rebels 
captured 
the 
barracks at 
Bally- 
makeera, 
near 
Macroom, Wednes­ 
day, killing one man and 
wounding 
fifteen. 
The attack took place at al­ 
most the same time the deputies of 
the new Irish Free State were being 
sworn in at Dublin. 
The rebels took ninety prisoners, 
including Commandant Mooney, after 
a fight lasting several hours, but re­ 
leased 
them after taking all 
their 
equipment. 
The fight was the fiercest yet re­ 
ported in County Cork. 
Before ad­ 
vancing on the barracks the irregulars 
captured an armored car at Brandon, 
togethed with twenty machine guns 
and bombs. 
The irregulars appropriated all the 
arms and ammunition in sight at the 
barracks and marched their prisoners 
into the mountains. 
As the men cap­ 
tured have since reported for duty it 
is believed the rebels found difficulty 
jn detaining such a large 
n urn bey in 
the sparsely populated mountain dis­ 
tricts .

My recollection of the past history : 
of the community in which I live ex- I 
tends over a period of a quarter of a 
century. 
I will give a description of , 
the small village and relate a few in- J 
ckion-ts that have happened in its past I 
history as best I can. 
Many changa s 
has it undergone during the abow ! 
period. 
Situated in southern Adams 
county is this small 
village. 
Mt. ^ 
Hope is the name given it, containing 
about 16 square miles with a popula­ 
tion of about 200 inhabitants. 
It is 
principally a farming locality with a 
large part of it forest land, having 
wonderful scenery during all seasons 
of the year. While a large number of 
its people engages in farming, many 
also work at the lumber industry, 
while others seek employment else­ 
where. 
Mining to some extent has 
l>eon carried on in the past, traces 
of its mines still being seen. 
Ff- 
pecially of note are its copper mines. 
They are interesting to visit and add 
to the history of the community. 
Ic buildings there has noc been a 
very market! increase over the former 
times, but having sufficient room to 
house its people. 
Some remain here 
permanent and secure in their little 
homes and are happy, we believe. ? bilo 
those of a more restless nature seek 
out other lands in which to make their 
fortunes. 
As the saying runs—its 
people come and go. 
<Some people living in this communi­ 
ty will tell you they well remember 
this small village when it contained 
but a few log cabins situated here and 
there through the forests, that be rg 
the age when wild animals* yet roamed 
through this region. 
People going to 
work in the early morning 
hours 
would hear the shrill cry of the wild 
cat among the hills and quite fre­ 
quently would encounter one. 
Being 
thus attacked thev would have to b at­ 
tle with the animal before continuing 
on their journey. One incident in par­ 
ticular I will relate of a wild ani­ 
mal—a true story as some m em ber 
of the family are still living near the 
place where this happened. One morn­ 
ing a farmer living at the foot >f 
one of the hills, while going to the 
barn in the early morn/fig to feed the 
stock, on entering the barn-yard, srw 
a large wild animal of great size in 
appearance mingling with the st© k 
in the yard. 
Being disturbed by the 
entrance* of the farmer the animal 
leaped over the fence and ran for the 
mountain close by. In a few moments 
its howl was heard at the top of th# 
mountain. Many other incidents simi­ 
lar to the above are tokl by the com­ 
munity*# oldest residents. 
Our modem community, as we like 
to sneak of it, is now’ progressing 
rapidly along some lines, such as ti e 
telephone, automobiles, schools, and 
church. 
I have now' mentioned the three in­ 
stitutions. the home, the chut ch and 
the school, which develop and make 
for success in the fife of an individual.
